NEWFOUNDLAND AND CONFEDERA- 
TION. 

Newfouiidlanil cannot ilu better than 
join the Camidiiin Confederation. It will 
beremenibored tiiat, owing to the disjid- 
vantapte at which the dshermon of that 
Island had to compete, in the marketti uf 
the world, with tho French Kshennon, 
owing to t he bimuty by which the lat ter 
was protected, a bait bill passed tiio Col- 
onial legislature and was sent to tlie Im- 
perial parliament for assent. It is also 
a fact within tho meinory of all, t hat the 
home government hist year refused to 
sanction this bill; ami that :ifter it had 
been re-enacted by tho Island legislature, 
it was coulirmed by hor miijesty s govru- 
ment only after the greatest possible iu- 
fluouco had been brought to bear at I lu: 
Colfinial office by two of Newfouiidlanil s 
forjt.lost statesmen; sent thither for that 
purpose. The slowness <jf the Imperial 
authorities to act in any (|uestion which 
New'fouiidl:uid's govoriiiiieiit submits to 
their considenitiou coiitiasted with the 
promptitude with which any matter that 
Canada brings to the foot of the throne is 
considored has, no doubt, set the people 
of the isltind athinking. The bait bill, 
although it 1ms receivod tlie assent of her 
majesty 's govei iiuu'iit , does iii>t come into 
force until nc.vt seiismi; ;inil its eiiactineiit 
'has eroaled ipiitc! a fiiniir among the 
French people who .■n o accuslomeil topru- 
Bocuto the lishin;,' industry on the biinkn 
of Nowfotniill;iiid.

It will advance the in- 
terests of Canada and indirectly all ptirts 
of her dominions in a way and to an ox- 
tent which it is diliicult to fully estimiite. 

Thu visit of Sir Alexander Campbell 
will, no doubt, he productivti of much 
good in setting the eyes of Newfoundland 
statesmen thitherward, and wo hope at no 
distant day to welcoiiio into tho Union a 
colony which under the fosteiiiig influence 
of Ii libend and progressive government 
and the stjitesmtin-liki, ])oliey which cliar- 
iicterizes the present :idminisl r:ition, may 
be rosiiseitatcd from that slough of tle- 
spond into ivhich she now seems to wal- 
low. Brighter ihiys tire before the Island 
Colony when she shall have linked her for- 
tunes with tho great British North Amer- 
ican confederacy. 

Tun resignation of Ijord Cli.arles lieres- 
ford, iM. l'., is announced, iuid it is no 
doubt- the result pf the iireseut eiupiiry 
into the administration of the navy. The 
second government of Lord Salisbury has 
been <m tho whole rather lucky, for, in 
spite of deaths and resignations, it still 
survives, and will lu: mie yi^ar old to- 
niiu'ruw week shouUl it hold otlici' sohiug.

He organized 
the police force, helped to clear the ruins 
after the lire, and played a dis- 
tinguished part in the operations in 
Scuidaii. lie h:is twice lectured 
on "iMachine (liiiisiii the l<'ield" at I he 
Itoyal L'liited Service Institution, and 
used them at Abu Klea, January, 1885, 
and for tho rescue of Sir Charles Wilson 
on the Nile. He .sat in parliament for 
County Waterford fn. Ill IMT- to bS.SI) as 
imlepeiideiit conservative, and has pub- 
licly expressed himself in faxor of Ibe 
oljeniiig of national nniseuiiis on Sundays, 
and also for the taxation of ground rents. 
He is at present member for Maryleboue 
East.

'A Belief In the Report that' TUo'm AVIII Be a 
Shortage In the Catch this Tear. 

Up to tlio sjiiliiig of tlio stcniuui' Dora 
frQtii Sitka, Alnska, on the lUth of last 
m^Qj^h^^tbere hail beeii no ihi'q, salmun, 
and^'upo'ii this boiiig made knowM. in this 
city yeatenlii}- a l uiiior was circulated that 
there would iimlialily lie a aliortage in the 
BAlnioii catch in Alaska this year. 

In an intorviow with Louis Shiss, of tho 
Alaska Commercial Company, t(j-(lay lie 
gtjit^d that vyhilo it was true no Haliuou 



IrineWonihg had boen caught in Al 
liska up to tho sailing of the Dora, liiat 
was no indication as tn what the season's 
catch might he. It was ton early in tho 
season to tell anything ahcjut what 
'"■khid of a run may i)Ci;iir later on in the 
season. The company were sending out 
a vessel to-day for the north. On her re- 
tunt full particulars of the salmon catch 
will bo forthcoming. 

Mr. .loluisdii, of W. T. Coleman & Co., 
was interviewed with reference t(i tho al- 
leged shortage. Mr. .lolinson said: 

"Tile run on the Colunihia river up to 
the first day of .July was 70,(X)U cases short 
of last yeiir, which was a short year. Tho 
shortfigo up to tho ICth of July w;is 100,- 
000 cases. I f tho s;uno ratio of shortage 
continues then the detieieney on the Col- 
umbia river, up to the tliirty-lirsl day of 
•Inly will prohal)ly bo about, one hundred 
and twenty-tiva thousand cases. The [lack 
last year was r)40,000 eases. This would 
give a pack of four luindred thousand to 
four hundred and tifteen thousand cases 
on the Columbia in KSS", as against 02!),- 
000 cases in 1885, and 510,000 CJisos in 
188(1. 'I'iiis shciws tliat the rivor is un- 
doubtedly being lished nut. 

''In regard to shortage in Alaska, that 
report is siinply ridiculous. In the 
first place .Maska water.s teem with fish, 
and the su]i|jly \n |ir.iet ii'.illy inexhaust- 
ible, or at least will lie until fishing is 
carried on there in I hi^ .same gigantic way 
that it is on the Cohimliia river. But 
even then it is not likely that the etl'ect 
\VOiild be apiireciablo, for the coast line of 
' Alaska is ])robably greater than the whole 
coast line of the I'liiteil .States, ■•ind the 
waters are fairly alive wit h salmoii. To 
explain the report of shortage, the latest 
advices from Alaska were June 15th or 
lUth, -and up to tlint date the fish had not 
put in ah appearance, whereas in 18.S(; 
aOT&e little fishing was being dune at this 
time. Tho run is simply delayed; and, 
ill fact, tint only the run of .salmi n, but 
fishing on the .Vlliuitie seaboiird has been 
from one to two weeks late this year; hut 
to anticipate any short.age in Alaska is 
ridiculous. 

"Under tho impulse of a shortage on 
the Columbia river salmon has risen great- 
ly in value. Purchases that this house 
made a iiKuith ago show an ailvauce nf 51) 
so 7o cents a case. In faVt, .Hoiue tish that 
we secured four innuth.s ago show .in ad- 
vance of nearly .*;1 a ca.se. Kveryoue con- 
nected with .s.'dmou, (if course, is luakiag 
a great deal of money this year. Uiuiues- 
tionably tliciu will lie a shortage in sid- 
niiin this year, hut it, will not occur in 
Alaska. 

"We note with pleasure the remarks 
the Bulletin has been making lately with 
regard to the shortage on the Sacramento 
river. It will bo recollectod that in 188o 
thi.s river packed 1():!,000 cases; in 18S4, 
95,000 cases; in 1885, -IS, ()(»() cases; in 
1885, about 25,000 e;ises. The jiack to 
'date does not exceed 10,00t) cases. This 
arises from causes too well known to noed 
jiuentiou, but they can Ijo cured by the es- 
ifeblishftienti of hatcheries, etc." 

Other firms in the salmon trade agree 
that the fact of no .s.almon having put in 
«li iippeai'aiice uji to .luuelOtli in .\laskan 
waters was no indication as to what the 
catch may be during tliu season. — kl. F. 
JBiUletin.

ANTHftACITB COAL. 

The Company Operating: tbo Mine near Banff 
(letting Beady to Supply the Coast. 

J. L. Mudge, repruaenting (lie Cuiia- 
dian Antliraoitu Coal Co., with minoa at 
Anthracite, tlirj.iu miles from Band' station, 
arrived from the Goutli on Monday and 
rogislerud at the Driard. To a ropreson- 
tativo of The Colonlst Mr. Miidgo said 
that tho ciunpany wore now in a position 
to ship cargoes of coal to points on .the 
coast, and ho had buuii making arrango- 
inuiita at .San Francisco for that purpose. 
It was the conipany's intention to arrange 
for the supi)lying of all points in British 
Columbia, the Sounil count ry, and tho 
coast as far north as Los Angolus, at all 
of which.points he was assured there was 
a good market. 

Very little had been aaid uji to the pro- 
sent- tiling of thu uxtent and character of 
the discovery, and people did not under- 
stand that the company poaaeased mines 
of an almost inexhaustible character. The 
deposit crops out on the summit of a high 
hill, in the narrow valley beneath' whicli 
runs the railway lino. The mon who had 
purchased the property from the original 
owners were interested in anthracite 
mines in Pennsylvania, and went into the 
work of oijenmg ujj the now proiterty 
with the full confidence that they were 
correct ui thinking that they had aecurod 
a i-eal anthracite depimit. As develop- 
ments advanced their opinion waa vorilied 
and the com|iany liaM; now three or four 
veins located, whicli run from three to 
eleven feet in widih, jirolialily averaging 
about seven feet. Six tiiniiuls have been 
run into thu ileposil .dioul 180 feut from 
the O. P. R. track, and thu deeper the 
o|)urations have gone thu butter Ihu (pi.-di- 
ty of aniliracile ha.( lieeoiiie, it being a 
wull-demmisl rated f .rt that tbo greater 
the eartli pleasure ihe liner the coal. 
l''.icilities for haiuUiiig the output iire 'ox- 
coptionally good, there being scarcely 
space for the iiucesaarj' side tracks be- 
twuuii Ihu sluites and the main track. 

l''riiin 1 11) o Mill uieii aiu at pruaeiil 
einijloyed, bin ai .soon :i> ihu miiiuis tlior- 
oiighly opunui iiji this nuinber will be 
dmiblud, and Ihu output iiiereaaed from 
its present c-ip.icity ot L'50 tons to live m 
six hundred. Tho supply is an almuaL 
inoxhauatilile one, and tlio favorable sitn- 
tion of thu iiiinea will render its being 
brought to market vur\- ulie,apl\-. Mr. 
.Mudge expects that- his company will bo 
a)>le to furiliah tho housohoklor'a of Vic- 
toria a coal equal to Peni.aylvania antlir.i- 
cite the coming winter, so that they may 
be enabled to utilize base burners to ad- 
vantage in beating their houses. 

It is not yet known at what point on 
P.urrard Inlet tliu pockets for loading llie 
coal into vessels will bo placed, though 
Port Moody will be temporarily used. 
However, tliu compaiij- desire to get as 
near the gulf as possible. .At iiresunt the 
coal has to be loaded into box cars, but 
the C. P. R. uomjiany will suoii build a 
iiiimbui- of rugiii.ir coal cars for thu trallic, 
and it is hoiied that before spring has 
oonie that every facility for ehcaji freight 
handling will be att'uided. The company's 
chief market will iirob-vhly ho in Cali- 
iornia, where M r. .Mudge lias contr.acled 
for the |ilacing of a i.irue ipiantity of coal. 
1 le leaves for the south this iiiorniiig to 
perfect arrangeinuiits, and in the courso 
of a fuw wuuka aevuial cargoes of the new 
anthracite will bo on tho way to Sail 
Francisco. 

Tho coal has tieen tested »i various 
tiniuK and in wuiglit and Inirni : ipi iiily 
liaa exceed. 'li thai ol ihe f.iimm,-, l'eiiii.-i\ i- 
\aiiia anthracite t.akun from tho same 
ilitptli, so thai there can bono tjitestion 
.iboiit the place it will take as,n fiiol for 
domestic .unl other purposes on this 
coast.
